2* It Is believed that the request of the Chief, Arey Security 
Agency Furcpe that a confidential fund of 13,000 be ia«dc aveilabl* for 
the procurement of TXCiXJ intelligence is justified for the following 

reasons: 



a. The director of Intelligence, KBCCSi, in coordination with 
tho Chief, iregr Security Agency Turcpe bee provided in the past an 
extensive source of Intelligence of epee if io Interest to Aray Security 
Agency and Armed r ore as Security Agency. there are excellent prospect* 
that this C Dei* no rill continue to provide intelligence Material of 
great value to these Agencies* 

b. Previous experience hae shown the need for each a fund, 
luring the past four years the Chief, trey Security Agency Europe hae 
been unable, because of lack of funds, to exploit several excellent 
intelligence sources, Present condition*, Moreover, *eke the procure* 
aent of intelligence difficult, if net impossible, without asses* to a 
fund from which ianedlat* and adequate peysent can be assured. 

3. It ie therefore reoo emended that the request for this fund 
be favorably considered.
